ORDINANCE NO. 1097 - 2017

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF MIAMI SPRINGS,
FLORIDA, AMENDING SECTION 150-034 OF THE CITY’S
CODE OF ORDINANCES AND RENAMING SAME FROM
“INSTALLATION OF CENTRAL AIR CONDITIONING AND
HEATING UNITS, POOL PUMPS AND EQUIPMENT AND
SPRINKLER PUMPS AND EQUIPMENT” TO
“INSTALLATION OF MECHANICAL EQUIPMENT;”
PROVIDING FOR CONFLICTS; PROVIDING FOR
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE
CODE; AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE

WHEREAS, the City of Miami Springs (the “City”) seeks to maintain an orderly
and efficient land development code; and

WHEREAS, the City wishes to amend Section 150-034, “Installation of central air
conditioning and heating units, pool pumps and equipment and sprinkler pumps and
equipment” of the City’s Code of Ordinances (the “Code”) by revising the title of said
Section to “Installation of Mechanical Equipment,” and amending the Section to
specifically authorize the installation of mechanical equipment such as generators, fuel
tanks, and other similar equipment in the side and rear yards of residential properties;
and

WHEREAS, the City Council hereby finds that the adoption of this Ordinance is
in the best interest and welfare of the residents of the City.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY
OF MIAMI SPRINGS, FLORIDA, THAT: '

Section 1. Recitals Adopted. That the above-stated recitals are hereby
adopted and confirmed.

Section 2. Amending Section 150-034 of the City Code. That the Code of
Miami Springs, Florida is hereby amended by revising Section 150-034 “Installation of
central air conditioning and heating units, pool pumps and equipment and sprinkler
pumps and equipment,” which section shall read as follows:

be supervised and controlled by the City Building
Department.

Section 3. Conflict. All Sections or parts of Sections of the Code of
Ordinances, all ordinances or parts of ordinances, and all Resolutions, or parts of
Resolutions, in conflict with this Ordinance are repealed to the extent of such conflict.

Section 4. Severability. That the provisions of this Ordinance are declared to
be severable and if any section, sentence, clause or phrase of this Ordinance shall for
any reason be held to be invalid or unconstitutional, such decision shall not affect the
validity of the remaining sections, sentences, clauses, and phrases of this Ordinance
but they shall remain in effect, it being the legislative intent that this Ordinance shall
stand notwithstanding the invalidity of any part.

Section 5. Inclusion in Code. That it is the intention of the City Council and it
is hereby ordained that the provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a
part of the City Code, that the sections of this Ordinance may be renumbered or
relettered to accomplish such intentions, and that the word Ordinance shall be changed
to Section or other appropriate word.

Section 6. Effective Date. That this Ordinance shall become effective
immediately upon adoption on second reading.
